Modernization 
Without 
Constitution Change 
Is Advocated 


How Delta and other Michigan 
counties 
might modernize 
their 
obsolete form of government w ith­ 
out waiting for adoption of a home 
rule amendment to the state con­ 
stitution was discussed at length 
at Our Community Tomorrow in­ 
stitute yesterday and today. 
Prof. A rthur W. Bromage, 
de­ 
partm ent of political science, Uni­ 
versity of Michigan, 
pointed 
out 
that home rule amendm ent pro­ 
posals were defeated in 1934, 1936, 
1942 and 1944.

In view of the neqr hopelessness

manager 
under the existing set-up. Mayor 
Marvin L. Coon of Escanaba, also 
a m em ber of the board of s u p e r ­ 
visors, suggested the possibility of 
the board’s hiring a budget direc­ 
tor, while Councilman 
Peter 
N. 
Logan proposed that a county as­ 
sessor’s office 
be 
established 
to 
take the place of the township and 
city assessors. 
Professor 
Bromage 
expressed 
his opinion that the constitutional 
restrictions might be circumvented 
by such devices although he add­ 
ed that he felt in the long run it 
would be better for the 
counties 
to join in a concerted

for legislative action or

During a discussion of facilities, 
both natural and artificial, avail- I 
able in the county, and presenta- ;

problems

followed, Edward Edick, principal ;

urged that efforts be made to have 
community recognition and back­ 
ing for its recreation leaders.

also stressed the

consulting with the

and recommended that the

George 
Grenholm, 
Escanaba 
recreation director, explained that

Thousands 
were made 
homeless. 
Property 
damage ran into the millions. A 
state of emergency was proclaim­ 
ed in a number of Michigan cities 
as Flint, Lansing, Battle Creek 
and Grand Rapids w ere hardest 
hit. 
“We’ve had floods in 
February 
and March before,” said Arling­ 
ton Ash, engineer in 
charge 
of 
the U. S. Geological Survey Sta­ 
tion at Lansing. 
“ W e’re 
making 
daily checks and the w ater level 
isn’t alarming at present. But real 
w arm w eather 
accompanied 
by 
rains could make for a situation 
just as alarming as last year.” 
Ash said the ice cover in Mich­ 
igan streams is heavier than last 
year. The ground also is frozen 
down to a deeper level, he said, 
which would cause any excess of 
surface w ater to run off rather 
than penetrate the earth.

Big Jim romped into office by 
the biggest majority ever record­ 
ed, and in the year he has lived 
in the mansion, he has succeded 
in alienating his entire legislature 
and in making himself even less 
loved by his own state press, if 
that’s 
possible.

A labam a seems to be against him — 
except the people. 
On a recent 
bitter political issue, he w ent out 
to the wool-hat regions w ith his 
hill billy band and his ever-puck­ 
ered lips and licked the whey out 
of a solid opposition of press and 
politicos. 
I have heard 
Folsom 
labeled , 
largely as a fool, 
a 
fascist, 
a j 
southern-type liberal, and a sort , 
of petty larceny version of Huey J 
Long. 
He is certainly a calculat- , 


ir.g exhibitionist, 
and 
in 
some 
ways he is a little pathetic, plead­ 
ing puppyishly for approval. 
It is hard to take a man seri­ 
ously who talks w ith more of a 
pot I icker 
and 
sowbelly 
accent 
than Gene Talm adge at his corni­ 
est. 
I doubt very m uch if, de­ 
spite his intention to remodel the 
Democratic party along his own 
lines, Iiiat Big J im ’s seven-foot 
frame will ever sit in the White 
House. 
But I think 
the 
critics 
who have called him a fool and a 
clown have underestim ated Fol­ 
som. 
He has three more years of 
being governor; he is a good bet to 
be a senator in the 50’s, and his 
anguished howls about the flag­ 
ging virtue of the Democratic high 
command are a crude but accur­ 
ate approximation of the feelings 
of a lot of voting people

here. 
Folsom will almost cer­ 
tainly be elected a delegate to the 
convention this year, and he will 
make a lot of fuss.

Michigan’s First Tribute 
To Washington In 1797

Bark River 


Ann A rbor. — M ichigan’s first 
observance of G eorge 
W ashing­ 
to n ’s birthday took place in Detroit 
in 1797. 
R esearch by Dr. F. C lever Bald, 
assistant director of the Michigan 
historical collections at the 
U ni­ 
versity of Michigan, has uncov­ 
ered the relatively 
few 
details 
which are know n about this first 
celebration. 
The event took place w ithin a 
few m onths after A m erican troops 
had taken possession 
of 
Detroit. 
Although the T reaty of Paris, e n d ­ 
ing the R evolutionary W ar, 
was 
signed in 1783, British troops had 
rem ained in D etroit until Ju ly ll, 
1798. 
A 
eulogy 
of 
W ashington, in 
which he w as comparer! w ith the 
Biblical Sam pson, appears to have 
been the highlight of 
this 
first 
celebration, w hich took place w hile 
the area that is now Michigan was 
still a p art of the N orthw est T e rri­ 
tory. A m icro-film copy of the 
tribute as given by F ath e r Michael 
Levadoux is in the M ichigan his­ 
torical collections. 
Priest Was Pro-American 
T h e eulogy w as given at a sp e­ 
cial service in St. A nne's church 
in Detroit, on Sunday, Feb. 
26, 
1779. The R om an Catholic priest 
was one of the few p ro-A m ericans 
in the predom inately F re n c h -B n t- 
ish com m unity. He had incurred 
the w ra th of the pro-B ritish in D e­ 
troit by announcing that he was 
glad D etroiters w ere now fellow 
citizens of the A m ericans follow­ 
ing the arrival of the United States 
troops in 1796. 
The A m ericans in D etroit w ere 
eager to 
celebrate 
W ashington’s 
b irthday in 1797, both because it 
was their first opportunity to do so 
and because W ashington was to 
retire as president on M arch 4 of 
that yeai. 
D etroit's celebration w as not as 
lavish as those conducted by the 
richer eastern cities. Dr. Bald re ­ 
ports, b u t nevertheless was sincere 
and in good taste. 
It is know n 
that the entire F irst Regim ent of 
the United States A rm y, u n d e r he 
com m and 
of 
Lieut. 
Col. 
John 
Francis H am tram ck, took part in 
a parade at 11:30 a. rn. on Feb. 22, 
1797. 
Dr. 
Bald 
believes the parade 


may have been held on the esplan­ 
ade in front of F o rt Lernault. This 
esplanade w as located at 
about 
w here the present Congress and 
Shelby streets intersect in Detroit. 
The fort itself w as on the site of 
the present F ederal Building at 
Fort and S helby streets. 
It also has been recorded that 
Fat Ii or L evadoux invited all the 
Am erican officers to attend 
the 
special ch u rch service, held four 
days after th e parade, and 
that 
they w ere profuse in their th anks 
of the trib u te the 
priest 
paid 
W ashington. 
Dr. 
B ald 
states that in later 
years celebrations on W ashington’s 
birthday m ay have been more la v ­ 
ish and had m ore persons partici­ 
pating. 
But he doubts that any 
other o bservance overshadow ed in 
im portance this first com m em ora­ 
tion w hich began the fusing of the 
various elem ents r f the 
French 
and B ritish population into loyal 
c h i/.cns of th e U. S.

The poison, A dam s said, had es­ 
caped “w ithout anyone 
know ing 
how ” from th e p la n t of the M on­ 
santo Chemical com pany and had | 
deposited on th e bottom of a la ­ 
goon adjacent to th e m illrace of 
the 
Detroit 
E dison 
com pany’s 
Trenton plant. 
Because the 
m illrace 
created 
three to four m iles of open w a ­ 
ter in the river, A dam s said, th e 
state conservation d ep artm en t d e ­ 
cided it was the best place, to feed 
grain 
to 
w in te r-sta rv in g ducks. 
When the ducks dived to the b o t­ 
tom for the grain they stirred up 
th e unsuspected poison pellets, he 
explained. 
“The com pany is 
very

cerned over this,” A dam s 
said, 
“and will do an y th in g 
v.-e 
can 
think of to rem ed y it. 
We don’t 
know w hat the rem ed y is or how 
extensive the poison is, but w e 
are trying to find out quickly.”
